How- 
ever, he unpaired by it, a., Bad 
which ſeemed to have been built 
fora Jong Age, and contracted 
choſe Infirmities that haſtened his 
death. | | 

The effe& of his Srudies, in his 
Preaching and Writings ,, are. ſut- 
ficiently known, and would have 
'been much more, if God had giv- 
ven him time. 


As 
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As for: his Preachin it Was 
o__ famous near t 6 place , , 
though he ſought rather the pro-, 
fir, ah the praiſe of his hearers. 
He ſpoke ſolid truth, with as lit- 
tle ſhew of Art as was poſfible. 
He expreſt all things in their true 
and natural colours ; with that 
aptneſs and plainneſs of Speech, 
that grave natural way of Elo- 
cution, that. ſhewed he had no 
defign upon his hearers. His plain- 
neſs was beſt for the inſtruftion 
of the fimple ; and for the hetter 
fort, who were in truth an Intel- 
ligent Auditory , it was enough 
chat they. might ſee he had no 
mind to deceive' them. He ap- 
plied himfelf rather to their Un- 
derſtanding than AﬀeCGtions. He 
ſaw fo much of the beauty of 
Goodneſs himſelf, that he thought 
the bare (hewing of it was enough. 
to 
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to make all wiſe men, as it did 
him, to be in love with It. 

In his Writings -he was yjudi- 
cious and plain, hke one that. va- 
lued not the circumſtances fo 
much as the ſubſtance. And. he 
ſhewed it on whatſoever Argument 
he undertook; ſometimes bearing 
out new untravelbd ways, ſome- 
times. repairing thoſe that , had 
been beaten already.:, No Subje& 
he handled, but I dare fay, is. the 
better for bs; ; and will he. the 
eaſier for them that come after 
him, 

If in theſe he went ſomeximes 
befide his Profeſſion, it was in fol- 
lowing the Detign af it , to. make 
men wiler and better, "mich I 
think is the buſineſs of Uniyer- 
fal Knowledg, . And this he.pro- 
moted with: much. zeal and, {m- 
cerity , in hope. af the great, Be» 
c'3 nefit 
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nefit'' that ' may accrue ro 'man- 
"Tt was his aim, as in all things, 
ſo eſpecially in that which, I con- 
ceive, is much” more cenſured than 
underſtood; I mean, in the de- 
ſign 'of the Royal Society. ' He 
zoyned himſelf to it with no other 
end, but to promote Modern 
knoywledg, without any contempt 
or leſſening of thoſe great men in 
former times. With die honour 
to 'whom , he thought it Tawful 
for others to' do that which, 'we 
have no reaſon to doubt , they 
themſelves would haye' done it

-« F*would not feem to excuſe 
that which deſerverh commenda- 
fron” "and enconragment ; or to 
cortimend'” orhtr” things for” want 
of Subje& in him.”

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I proceed next to ſpeak of his 
Virtues and Graces ; and thele the 
rather , as being both- to: be remem- 
bred acd followed.

His Prudence was /avet; I think 
it ſeldom failed /1n any thing 'to 
Which' he applied himſelt. ' And 
yet he!

wanted Diſfi:mulation, that he had 
rath er too much openneſs of heart. 
It was Sincerity indeed that was 
Naturalto him; he 1o abhorred a 
Lye, that he was not at all tor 
ſhew ; he could not put on any 
thing that look't like it. And 
preſuming the fame of other men, 
through exceſs of Benignity , he 
would be. ſometimes deceived, in 
believing they ., were what they 
ſjeem'd to be, and what he knew 
they ought to have been. 

His greatnels of mind, was known 
to all that knew any thing of him. 
He—neither .cagerly fought any 
Dignity, nor declined any Capa- 
city of doing good. He look 
down upon Wealth,, as much as 
others, admire it...

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: of the Church, be beſtowed in its 


ſervice. As for his Temporal eſtate, 
being ſecured againſt want , he

As for Revenge, how could it en- 
ter into the breaſtof him that hated 
nothing but that which makes us 
hateful to God ? I ſay not but | he 
hada ſenſe of perſonal injuries ; 
and eſpecially of thoſe that refle&t- 
ed. upon his name, when:they pro- 
ceeded from thole that had good 
names of their. own. What others 
faid, he deſpiſed ; but by thoſe he 
would often wiſh he had been bet- 
ter underſtood;: That he was nor, 
he , bore as: his. misfortune ; he 
would not requite them | with the

Yet it was not'{o defirable; (T 
fay rot to be his Enemy, for He 
did tot account them 1o, but)'to 
be at thoſe terms with him, as-to 
be his Acquaintance or Friend. 
They ' that ' were never {o httle 
familiar with him, could not ' but 
find” as" well Benefit as Delight 
in his converſation. His Diſcourſe 
was commonly 'of wuſefal things;
